Lincoln  Plaques 

During  the  exhibit  of  paintings  and 
bas  reliefs  by  Elizabeth  Tuttle  Hola- 
man,  for  the  Rockford  Art  association 
at  Rockford,  111.,  two  of  her  reliefs  of 
the  Abraham  Lincoln  Gettysburg  ad- 
dress were  acquired,  one  for  the  new 
Abraham  Lincoln  junior  high  school 
and  the  other  for  Montague  house,  a 
settlement-house  maintained  by  the 
Rockford  Woman's  club. 

Groups  of  private  citizens  subscribed 
to  the  fund  for  the  purchase  of  the 
two  placques.  Several  oil  paintings 
and  one  pastel  from  Mrs.  Holsman's 
collection  were  bougnt  for  private  col- 
lections in  Rockford. 

Herbert  Taylor  Lewis,  head  of  the 
art  department  of  Rockford  college, 
will  have  an  exhibit  of  his  paintings  at 
the  home  of  Mrs.  C.  B.  Langworthy 
in  Winnetka  Saturday,  Feb.  20.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Lewis  will  be  honored 
guests  at  a  tea  and  private  showing 
of  the  pictures  that  afternoon.

recognized  bv  the  plain  people,  whose  Ver- 
dict after  all  is  always  the  right  one,  and 
that  is  the  element  of  simple  truth.  There 
have  been  men  great  in  history  who  have 
not  been  possessed  of  that  element  ot  grea  - 
ness.  I  think  that  Marlborough  in  English 
history,  one  of  her  greatest  warriors  and 
greatest  statesmen,  is  among  those  who 
lead  the  leaders  of  England,  and  yet  his- 
tory has  stamped  him  as  a  liar  and  a  tniet 
and  a  traitor.  -  ,. 

"There  are  men  in  our  own  history  who 
have  been  great  leaders,  who  have  pos- 
sessed srreat  powers  of  domination  and  of 
accomplishment,  great  orators,  great  states- 
men, and  yet  you  instinctively  feel  that 
this  one  element  has  been  lacking,  thac 
had  they  been  on  the  other  side  of  a  cause 
they  would  have  attained  the  same  rank  arid 
shown  the  same  ability. 

"But  God  bless  that  humble  rail-splitting 
Abraham  Lincoln.  Look  through  his  his- 
tory from  beginning  to  end,  and  there  is 
no  derogation  of  his  individual  honor,  truth, 
integrity  and  purity  of  character.  (Great 
applause.)  .    ,   ,. 

"Congressman  Boutelle  has  suggested  the 
name  of  the  Great  Warrior  who  led  our 
forces  and  directed  the  blow  which  Lincoln 
struck.  It  is  nearly  a  third  of  a  century 
now  since  Lincoln  died,  only  a  little  less 
since  Grant  followed  him.  We  can  almost 
forgive  the  crime  that  led  to  the  war,  we 
can  almost  count  its  sufferings  and  loss 
of  blood  and  treasure  as  nothing,  when  we 
think  of  these  examples  which  it  gave  us, 
those  two  men  born,  as  you  have  suggested, 
of  New  England  stock,  but  moulded  out  of 
that  great  noble  Western  growth,  magnani- 
mous men,  patriots.  You  can  think  of 
nothing  of  them,  and  of  nothing  mean  at 
the  same  time.

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A  bronze  tablet  inscribed  with  Lincoln's 
Gettysburg-  address  will  be  presented  to 
every  school  in  the  city,  according  to  an 
announcement  made  yesterday  at  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Lincoln  centennial  commit- 
tee. The  tablets  will  be  placed  in  the  school 
buildings  during  Lincoln,  week. 

A  committee  of  public  school  principals 
has  begun  arranging  for  meetings  to  be 
held  in  school  buildings  aside  from  the  reg- 
ular students'  exercises,  which  will  take 
place  on  the  afternoon  of  Feb.  11.  These 
meetings  will  be  under  the  auspices  of  the 
centennial  committee. 

Announcements  of  the  Lincoln  week  pro- 
gram in  the  form  of  attractive  posters  are 
being  distributed  about  the  city  by  mem- 
bers of  the.  committee,  and  the  theaters  have 
begun  to  publish  page  announcements  of  the 
celebration  in  their  programs. 

Clubwomen  Plan  Breakfast. 

The  Chicago  Woman's  club  has  arranged 
for  a  Lincoln  breakfast  in  the  gold  banquet 
room  of  the  Congress  hotel  on  the  morning 
of  Feb.  12.  Musical  selections  and  other  fea- 
tures will  compose  the  program.  Mrs.  Fred- 
erick Dent  Grant  will  be  one  of  the  hostesses. 

The  Illinois  commandery  of  the  Military 
Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion  will  hold  a  meet- 
ing to  celebrate  the  Lincoln  anniversary  in 
the  Midday  club  on  the  evening  of  Feb.  12. 
Reminiscences  of  the  martyred  president  will 
be  a  part  of  the  program.  Memorial  serv- 
ices in  the  Central  Park  Congregational 
church  on  Sunday  morning,  Feb.  7,  will  be 
directed  by  the  Rev.  William  A.  Paske,  the 
pastor.

GETTYSBURG,  July  7  —  A| 
unique  and  giant-sized  wooden 
plaque,  contaifcing  the  immortal 
words  of  th<f  ?"  Gettysburg  Ad- 
dress," has  been  placed  in  the  Lin- 
coln Room  Museum  in  Judge  Wills' 
House  here. 

Each  of  'the  11  sentences  are 
done  in  raised  lettering  with  wood 
taken  from  places  associated  with 
Lincoln's  life.

I  An  interesting  feature  of  the 
plaque  is  that  a  portion  of  it  origi- 
nally came  from  the  Wills  place.

The  plaque  contains  a  piece  of 
wood  from  the  White  House  and 
one  from  the  humble  Peterson 
Home,  where  Lincoln  died  after 
he  was  carried  from  Washington's 
Ford  Theater  across  the  street.

More  than  2,000  man-hours  were 
required  to  make  the  plaque,  pre- 
sented for  display  at  the  museum 
as  long  as  Leroy  Smith  owns  the 
old  jurist's  mansion  where  Lincoln 
spent  the  night  before  he  made  his 
famous  address.  Judge  Wills  was 
dedication  chairman  and  Lincoln 
was  his  guest. 

Of  several  legends  about  where 
the  Civil  War  President  prepared 

his  brief  remarks,  one  is  that  it 
was  written  in  the  bedroom  at 
Wills'  home.

Integration: 
How  Do  We 
Achieve  It? 

Civil  War  Historians  Fail 
To  Come  Up  with  an  Answer

GETTYSBURG,  Pa.  —  How  do  we  solve 
the  integration  crisis? 

This  proved  to  be  the  unanswerable  question  of  the  Civil 
'War  conference  which  wound  up  here  Tuesday  night. 

The  question  was  put  by 
Ralph  G.  Newman,  proprietor 
of  the  Abra- 
h  a  m  Lincoln 
book  shop  of 
Chicago. 

Newman's 
question   came 
up  in  the  dis- 
cussion  period 
after  a  lecture 
by    Prof.    C. 
I V  a  n  n    Wood- 
ralph  Newman     ward  of  Johns 
Hopkins  University. 

Woodward  had  observed 
that  the  integration  crisis  went 
^unsolved  for  nearly  a  century 
after  the  Civil  War  because 
in  that  war  the  Union  ran  up 
a  moral  war  debt  beyond  its 
capacity  to  pay.  It  defaulted 
on  the  debt  and  declared  an 
informal  moritorium. 
*  *  * 
BUT  NOW  that  the  nation's 
-conscience  is  prodding  itself 
into  doing  something  about 
the  debt,  how  will  it  be  paid? 

Newman,  a  consultant  at 

-the  conference,  said  he 

1 *  feared  that  the  North  had 

got  itself  into  the  role  of  a 

"self-dunner." 

It's  like  the  man  who  owes 
you  a  bill  and  stops  by  the 
jstore  each  month  to  say,  "I 
haven't  forgotten  about  that 
money  I  owe  you."

'  ADDED  poignancy  was 
-given  the  question  by  an  emo- 
tional presentation  that  pre- 
ceded it.  This  was  given  by 
a  Negro,  Prof.  John  Hope 
Franklin,  chairman  of  the  his- 
tory department  of  Brooklyn 
College. 

.  After  an  ironic  reference  to 
the  weeks  consumed  by  Con- 
gress in  the  midst  of  a  world 
in  crisis  on  the  question  of 
whether  "simple  decency 
should  be  extended  to  16  mil- 
lion loyal  Americans,"  Frank- 
lin said,  in  effect,  that  the 
problem  can't  wait  forever  for 
a  solution.

'of  the  "coming  crisis,"  was 

asked  what  the  solution  would 

be,  he  was  unable  to  provide

his  collection  from  Gen.  Meade 
to  Gettysburg  College,  reply- 
ing in  1865  to  an  invitation  to 
attend  a  gathering  at  the  col- 
lege. 

Meade,  who  commanded  the 
Union  forces  at  the  Battle  of 
Gettysburg  two  years  before 
that,  expressed  regret  that  he 
did  not  "have  the  opportunity" 
to  visit  the  college  the  last 
time  he  was  in  town — which 
was  the  time  of  the  battle. 

Newman  said  that  he  de- 
cided to  give  the  college  the 
letter  so  that  it  could  have  a 
j  companion  to  a  letter  he  no- 
j  ticed  in  its  library  from  Gen. 
Lee,  the  Southern  com- 
mander in  the  battle. 

Lee,  who  felt  that  any  re- 
j  minder  of  the  Civil  War  strife 
'should  be  obliterated,  refused
